FORMALLY INTRODUCED. NON-ALIGNED ARE LEANING TOWARD TABLING 
THEIR DRAFT (PARA 3), BUT HAVE NOT TAKEN FINAL DECISION. 
AUSTRALIAN "WORKING PAPER" (PARA4) IS MOST AMORPHOUS OF 
ALL, HAVING BEEN PASSED ONLY TO US AND UK. 

QUOTE2. THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE QEUSTION OF CYPRUS, 
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RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 2077 (XX) OF 18 DECEMBER 1965 AS WELL 
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AS THE RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE 
QUESTION OF CYPRUS, IN PARTICULAR RESOLUTIONS 186 (1964) OF 
4 MARCH 1964, 353(1974) OF 20 JULY 1974 AND 360(1974) 

OF 16 AUGUST 1974, 

GRAVELY CONCERNED ABOUT THE CONTINUATION OF THE CYPRUS CRISIS, 

WHICH CONSTITUTES A THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 
MINDFUL OF THE NEED TO SOLVE THIS CRISIS WITHOUT DELAY BY 
PEACEFUL MEANS, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PURPOSES AND PRINCI-
